Until the Texas D ep artm en t of Health cracked 
down on G eorgetown custom m eat processors, 
F red Smith — like hundreds of other sm all beef 
producers — enjoyed the luxury and econom y of 


his own feed lot. 
E v ery couple of m onths, he d select a calf 
from his herd, move it from the pasture to his 
m in iature feed lot, and wait. 
When the anim al filled out, Smith took it to a 
slaughterhouse in Taylor, w here the calf w as 
killed and hung on a rail in the m e a t locker Then 
FCV 
B arker 
a G eorgetow n barbecue shop 
owner, picked up the c a rc a ss and brought it back 


to the city. 
B arker would cut up the m eat, w rap it. and 
retu rn it to the Smiths 
It was a system as sim ple as the feed lot

saved money on his 
fam ily's beef, and — with hundreds of orders to 


fill — B arker prospered

Not every political candidate 
in the Tuesday election was 
listed on the ballot. 
The name of Joe Stanfa, for 
example, did not appear. 
Neither did the ballot show 
R a lp h 
Y a r b r o u g h , 
M ik e 
Grimes, Jack Frost or Connie 
Lawson as aspirants for public 
office 
Nevertheless. Stanfa and the 
others collected votes — write- 
in votes. 
It's amusing, W illiam son 
County Clerk Dick Cervenka 
admits, to see a write-in ballot 
for some obscure candidate. 
But write-in-votes, he warns, 
bog down the ballot tallying. 
“ I ’d like to see write ins dur­ 
ing the general ele ction 
eliminated as they are in the 
primary,” Cervenka said “ By 
law, w e’re required to list 
every vote on the election 
return — and that includes even 
the write-ins that were meant 
simply as jokes. 
If a candidate is making a 
sincere election campaign for 
write-in votes, the county clerk 
said, then he wouldn't mind in­ 
cluding the write-in candidate 
on the official election returns. 
“ But to have to tally up every 
single vote when there might be 
a dozen or so write-ins in a race 
is a waste of time. 
Seventeen candidates besides 
unopposed 
incumbent C L. 
Chance received votes for 
AAT I ham son 
County 
Judge. 
Included in the balloting was a 
vote for Linda Graves, a I nited 
Fund. Ecology Volunteers and 
Child Welfare Board member, 
nine votes for Michael Grimes, 
who faced Chance in the 
Democratic Party prim ary; 
and two votes for Georgetown 
Justice of the Peace Bill Hill 
Joe Stanfa, by choice of some 
secret admirer, was a write-in 
candidate for almost every slot 
on the ballot. 
Ralph Yarbrough's populari­ 


ty was showing, with votes for 
congressman, governor, and 
lieutenant governor. 
Frances “ Sissy” Farenthold 
and even indicted ex-Gov. John 
Connally copped write-ins for 
the governor’s seat, 
Sissy won the race between 
the wTrit.e-in candidates by win­ 
ning a total of seven votes in 
Williamson County.

★ Processors debate regulations

The SF N contacted Dr. R.V. 
McCasland, a chief meat in­ 
fecto r for the Texas Health 
Department, and posed this fic­ 
titious predicament: 
Mr Smith and Mr Fox each 
took a calf to the Taylor Meat 
Locker for slaughter. The 
animals were killed the same 
day, with the same knife. Each 
carcass was hung on the same 
rail, and the same meat inspec­ 
tor watched the two animals 
every inch of the way 
Mr. Smith decides to sell his 
carcass to M r 
Barker, who 
agt eus before the sale to cut up 
the meat and sell it back to 
Smith at retail cost But Mr 
Fox asks Barker to come down 
to the meat market, pick up the 
carcass belonging to Fox, cut 
up the meat and return it to 
Fox, charging just for the 
cutting-up service. 
‘What can Barker legally do9’ 
DR. MCCASLAND R E P L IE D 
that — without an exemption 
certificate — Barker could 
legally cut and wrap the car­ 
cass he bought from Smith, and 
sell the meat at retail cost. The 
state and federal regulations 
prohibit Barker from handling 
Fox’s calf, however. “ That 
would be custom processing.” 
The logic of such a set of 
regulations escapes barbecue 
owner Barker. 
“ Before I got the exemption 
permit, it would've been okay 
for me to buy the meat from the 
meat locker, and thor. sell it 
retail. But if I didn't buy it — if 
I just brought it over here, cut 
it up and gave it back — then I d 
have to comply with these 
sanitation requirements. 


“ It seems to me, if you re go­ 
ing to apply the regulations in 
one case, they should apply to

both ’ 
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s an d sp e cial m a rk s 


JO H N 
VV A K E F I E L D , 
Williamson County agricultural 
extension agent, interpreted the 
sanitation regulations this way : 
“ I d say they make it very 
difficult for anyone to buy meat 
except at the retail price. The 
small meat processors can’t 
easily afford to comply with the 
regulations, but if they sell the 
meat retail, they don’t have to 
comply with them at all 
“ It ’s getting so that the only 
way you can buy meat is at the 
supermarket 
W hat’s doubly unfortunate 
about the law. Wakefield added. 
is that in today’s m arket, 
there’s a wide spread between 
the price of beef on the hoof and 
the retail price of meat. 
“ For $100 to $125, anyone can 
purchase about a 500-pound calf 
in 
good 
fle s h . 
B u t the 
bottleneck is getting it killed, 
cut up and wrapped.” 
Gilbert Kurio, whose custom 
p ro c e s s in g o p e ra tio n 
in 
Walburg was shut down by the 
state 
inspectors, 
said 
the 
regulations affect the farmer 
and rancher more than the 
meat processor. 
“ We made some money on 
processing, but not a whole lot. 
For the owner of the calf. 
though, it was a big savings 
Kurio said he s not sure 
whether he’ll renovate his shop 
to comply with the sanitation 
regulations. “ It ll cost money 
—■ it s a decision I won t make 
until after the first of the 
year.” 


What confuses him is why 
Barker and he are classified as 
processors.’ 
“ The whole thing relies on 
this word, ‘processing ' To me. 
that 
m eans 
changing 
the 
product. Now, I can see where 
that would apply if we were 
making sausage. But all we’re 
doing is cutting up beef and 
wrapping 
it for somebody 


else.” 
W W 
Bailey, a Texas A&M 
University livestock and meat 
expert , explained that under the 
state regulations, whenever 
someone other than the owner 
of the calf picks up the carcass, 
that person is classified as a 
custom processor — subject to 
the sanitation regulations. 


A statement issued by the 
State Department of Health 
said that the goal of the Texas 
Meat and Poultry Inspection 
Act is to insure “ sanitation, in­ 
sect and rodent control, ac­ 
curate record-keeping, and 
proper indentification of the 
products. 
T H E LA W IT S E L F allows 
Texas Health Commissioner 
Dr Jam es E. Peavy to adopt 
w h a t e v e r 
c r i t e r i a 
fo r 
cleanliness he sees fit, to 
‘ p rescrib e the rules and 
regulations of sanitation under 
which custom processing es­ 
tablishments shall be 
main­ 
tained.” 
That act does “ not apply to 
operations of types traditional­ 
ly and usually conducted at 
retail stores ” But for those 
classed as custom processing 
operations. 
C om m issioner 
P e a v y 
has 
p re s crib e d 
a 
checklist of several dozen 
items, governing everything 
from records, to counter-tops. 
to construction materials for 
ceilings, walls and floors. 


Fred Smith, who said he’s 
considering a suit on the basis 
of discrimination against small 
livestock producers over the 
regulations, 
telephoned 
Dr. 
R Y. McCasland on Sept 9 to 
discuss the meat inspection 
“ IT WAS T H E SA M E STORA 
you're heard from everybody 
else,” Smith said. 
“ I asked if R.V. Barker could 
pick up an animal for me in 
Taylor. He said no. Then I ask­ 
ed if Barker could buy my 
animal on the rail in Taylor and 
cut it up and sell it back to me 
He said yes — and no inspection 
of Barker’s facilities would be 


necessary 


McCasland told Smith that 
the regulations also barred him 
from killing a calf himself and 
taking the carcass to Barker for 
cutting and wrapping. 
“ I asked him why, and he 
said. 
We don’t know if the 
a n im a l was k ille d under 
sanitary conditions 
“ So then I asked, ‘Suppose I 
kill a deer9 Could Barker cut it 
up and wrap it for me9’ And 
McCasland said Barker was 
within the regulations to do 


that.” 
According to the State Meat 
and 
Poultry Inspection Act. 
McCasland later told the SUN. 
only the custom preparation of 
cattle, sheep, swine, goats, and 
domestic fowl and rabbits, is 
subject 
to the sanitation 
regulations. 
Smith tried to contact Com­ 
missioner Dr. Peavy, on top of 
the totem pole at the health 
department, but got only as far 
as Dr. A B. Rich, chief of the 
bureau of veterinary public 
health. 
Rich sent a handful of health 
department veterinarians to 
talk with Sm ith, Fox and 
Barker in Georgetown on Sept.

The health department office 
in Austin said it hasn't been hit 
with much flak over the en­ 
forcement of the sanitation 
rules over the past couple of 
months, 
but 
county 
agent 
Wakefield said he’s received 
'numerous requests for infor­ 
mation as to why people who 
have cattle slaughtered at a 
locker plant are unable to have 
their butcher or someone else 
pick up the carcass for the cut- 
t ng and wrapping operation

questioned everything in the 
store and in the city - even 
asked if the city’s water was in­ 
spected.” 
That was indeed a peculiar 
query, he pointed out, since the 
water supply for the City of 
Georgetown is approved by the 
Texas Health Department and 
monitored by the Texas Water 
Quality 
Board, 
where 
Dr. 
Peavy is also a head honcho. 
“ We kept on asking the 
veterinarians, 
Is this ade­ 
quate9 Is that adequate?’ But 
we couldn t pin them down on 
anything. They seemed to take 
the attitude that if Barker 
would put the renovation in 
first, they’d come back and 
decide if it passed,” Smith said. 
Barker said that the inspec­ 
tors hesitated to give any 
specifics to the renovations 
because they told him they 
couldn't recommend any brand 
names. 
“ Take this ceiling work, for 
instance.” Barker said. “ They 
told me I had to replace it with 
something that would be easier 
to clean. But they never did tell 
me exactly what would be okay 
to use.” 
What troubles him about the

Daniels, the owner of the D&S 
Processing Plant who says he's 
not much affected by the in­ 
spections and regulations, ex­ 
pects to receive a custom 
processing certificate any day 
now. 
Barker said that his brother- 
in-law in Taylor told him that 
about 15 processing plants in 
east Williamson County have 
c l o s e d 
b e c a u s e 
of

regulations. 
For R.V. Barker, this is the 
second time in six years he was 
stopped by a federal or state in­ 
spection act. 
E x p l a i n e d 
F r e d Sm it h, 
“ When the Wholesome Meat 
Act was first passed, the 
federal inspectors came up 
with so many changes for R.V. 
Barker and Carl Doering, who 
owned the Georgetown Locker 
Plant, that they were squeezed 
out of business. In Andice. the 
same thing happened with the 
Jacob brothers’ slaughter 
business. 
“ T H I S 
IS 
T H E 
S A M E 
B A L L G A M E .” 
Wakefield said that “ all but 
about three slaughter plants in 
the county have gone out of 
business due to the stringent 
sanitation regulations, causing 
as much as a three-month 
waiting period to get calves 
slaughtered.” 
Smith added simply, “ These 
r e g u l a t i o n s 
seem 
to be 
politically motivated." 
Ed Gaida, Williamson County 
Health Department sanitation 
inspector, noted the redeeming 
aspects of the state and federal 
regulations. 
“ I ’d say they're for the best. 
People get awfully shook up and 
angered when the regulations 
are enforced, though The first 
thing they think is, ‘Somebody’s 
out to get me.’ 
“ Now. I ’m not trying to say 
that they’re easy to comply 
with. Maybe they are a bit 
stiff.” Gaida conceded. 
“ For the Georgetown Locker 
Plant, they made it too expen­ 
sive to go on. 
But those 
slaughterhouses that did have 
the money to make the changes 
the health department demand­ 
ed are glad they made them 
Their places are easier to keep 
clean.” 


The county sanitation inspec­ 
tor explained that enforcement 
of the Texas Meat and Poultry 
Act isn t within his jurisdiction

Although the court disposed of 7° criminal 
cases, 96 cases were added to the docket during 
tile month, according to the county’ s report to 
the Texas Civil .Judicial ( aum ii 
The number of civil cases on the docket 
hopped from 157 to 158 during the month of Oc- 


tober 
The TC JC monthly report, prepared by County 
Court Clerk Neal Boydston, states that the 
criminal court docket, on Sept 
I, included 44 
lases of driving while intoxicated, 53 cases of 
swindling with a worthless check, 32 cases of 
marijuana possession and 81 
other offenses. 
During the month, 21 DWIs, 14 worthless 
( heck frauds, 27 pot possession charges, and 34 
other criminal cases w ere added to the docket 
Thirteen of those other cases reached the 
docket by appeal from lower courts 
Williamson County Court, meanwhile, dispos­ 
ed of 29 DW I cases (six by guilty or nolo con­ 
tendere pleas and three by dismissal); six 
worthless ( heck cases (three by pleas and three 
by dismissals); 13 m arijuana offenses (nine by 
pleas and four by dismissal) and 31 other 
criminal cases.

Until the Texas D epartm ent of Health cracked 
down on Georgetown custom m eat processors, 
Fred Smith — like hundreds of other small beef 
producers — enjoyed the luxury and economy of 
his own feed lot. 
Every couple of months, he d select a calf 
from his herd, move it from the pasture to his 
miniature feed lot. and wait. 
When the animal filled out, Smith took it to a 
slaughterhouse in Taylor, where the calf was 
killed and hung on a rail in the m eat locker. Then

The 
small m eat processors can t 
easily afford to comply with the 
regulations, but if they sell the 
m eat retail, they don't have to 
comply with them at all 
“ It’s getting so that the only 
way you can buy m eat is at the 
superm arket 
W hat’s doubly unfortunate 
about the law. Wakefield added, 
is th a t in to d a y ’s m a rk e t, 
there’s a wide spread between 
the price of beef on the hoof and 
the retail price of meat. 
“ For $100 to $125. anyone can 
purchase about a 500-pound calf

“ We made some money on 
processing, but not a whole lot. 
For the owner of the calf, 
though, it was a big savings." 
Kurio said he s not sure 
whether he ll renovate his shop 
to comply with the sanitation 
regulations. “ It’ll cost money 
— it s a decision I won t make 
until after the first of the 
year." 


What confuses him is why 
Barker and he are classified as

Bailey, a Texas A&M 
University livestock and meat 
expert, explained that under the 
state regulations, whenever 
someone other than the owner 
of the calf picks up the carcass, 
that person is classified as a 
custom processor — subject to 
the sanitation regulations. 


A statem ent issued by the 
State Departm ent of Health 
said that the goal of the Texas 
Meat and Poultry Inspection 
Act is to insure “ sanitation, in­ 
sect and rodent control, ac­ 
c u ra te reco rd -k eep in g , and 
proper mdentification of the 
products." 
THE LAW ITSELF allows 
Texas Health C om m issioner 
Dr Jam es E. Peavy to adopt 
w h a t e v e r 
c r i t e r i a 
f o r 
c lean lin ess he se es fit, to 
“ p r e s c r i b e t he r u l e s and 
regulations of sanitation under 
which custom processing es­ 
tablishments shall 
be 
main­ 
tained." 
That act does “ not apply to 
operations of types traditional­ 
ly and usually conducted at 
retail stores 
But for those 
classed as custom processing 
o p e r a tio n s . 
C o m m i s s i o n e r 
P e a v y 
h a s 
p r e s c r i b e d 
a 
ch eck list of s e v e ra l dozen 
items, governing everything 
from records, to counter-tops. 
to construction m aterials for 
ceilings, walls and floors. 


The health departm ent office 
in Austin said it hasn’t been hit 
with much flak over the en­ 
forcem ent of the sanitation 
rules over the past couple of 
m onths, 
but

agent 
Wakefield said he’s received 
“ numerous requests for infor­ 
mation as to why people who 
have cattle slaughtered at a 
locker plant are unable to have 
their butcher or someone else 
pick up the carcass for the cut­ 
ting and wrapping operation

“ I asked if R V. Barker could 
pick up an animal for me in 
Taylor He said no. Then I ask­ 
ed if Barker could buy my 
animal on the rail in Tayloi and 
cut it up and sell it back to m e 
He said yes — and no inspection 
of B arker’s facilities would be 
necessary 


McCasland told Smith that 
the regulations also barred him 
from killing a calf himself and 
taking the carcass to Barker for 
cutting and wrapping. 
“ I asked him why, and he 
said, 
We don’t know if the 
a n i m a l w a s k i l l e d u n d e r 
sanitary conditions ’ 
“ So then I asked, ‘Suppose I 
kill a deer? Could Barker cut it 
up and wrap it for m e?’ And 
McCasland said Barker was 
within the regulations to do 
that." 
According to the State Meat 
and 
Poultry Inspection 
Act, 
McCasland later told the SUN. 
only the custom preparation of 
cattle, sheep, swine, goats, and 
domestic fowl and rabbits, is 
s u b j e c t 
to 
the s a n i t a t i o n 
regulations. 
Smith tried to contact Com­ 
missioner Dr. Peavy, on top of 
the totem pole at the health 
department, but got only as far 
as Dr. A B. Rich, chief of the 
bureau of veterinary public 
health. 
Rich sent a handful of health 
d ep a rtm en t veterinarians to 
talk with Smith, Fox and 
Barker in Georgetown on Sept. 
25.

S tre e t,” Smith said. “ They 
questioned everything in the 
store and in the city — even 
asked if the city’s water was in­ 
spected." 
That was indeed a peculiar 
query, he pointed out, since the 
water supply for the City of 
Georgetown is approved by the 
Texas Health Department and 
monitored by the Texas Water 
Q uality B oard, 
w h ere 
Dr. 
Peavy is also a head honcho. 
“ We kept on asking the 
veterin arian s, 
Is this ade­ 
quate? Is that adequate?’ But 
we couldn’t pin them down on 
anything. They seemed to take 
the attitude that if B arker 
would put the renovation in 
first, they'd come back and 
decide if it passed,’’ Smith said. 
Barker said that the inspec­ 
to rs h e s ita ted to give any 
specifics to the renovations 
because they told him they 
couldn't recommend any brand 
names. 
“ Take this ceiling work, for 
instance,” Barker said. “ They 
told me I had to replace it with 
something that would be easier 
to clean. But they never did tell 
m e exactly what would be okay 
to use " 
What troubles him about the 
remodeling is that despite his 
ex e m p tio n 
c er t i f i ca t e, 
the 
renovation might not be finish­ 
ed

Smith. 
Health inspectors said that 
spacing out the renovation re­ 
quests give the shop owners 
time to adjust 
Rut the shop owners charge 


that the health departm ent is 
slowly turning the screws on 
their operations.

R.V. Barker has received his 
e x e m p t i o n c e r t i f i c a t e to 
resume his custom cutting and 
wrappi ng 
business. 
J a m e s 
Daniels, the owner of the D&S 
Processing Plant who says he’s 
not much affected by the in­ 
spections and regulations, ex­ 
p ects to re c e iv e a cu sto m 
processing certificate any day 
now 
Barker said that his brother- 
in-law in Taylor told him that 
about 15 processing plants in 
east Williamson County have 
c l o s e d 
b e c a u s e 
of 
t h e 
regulations. 
For R.V. Barker, this is the 
second tim e in six years he was 
stopped by a federal or state in­ 
spection act.

“ When the Wholesome Meat 
Act w as first p assed, the 
federal inspectors cam e up 
with so many changes for R.V. 
Barker and Carl Doering. who 
owned the Georgetown Locker 
Plant, that they were squeezed 
out of business. In Andice. the 
sam e thing happened with the 
J a c o b b r o t h e r s ’ s l a u g h t e r 
business.

Wakefield said that “ all but 
about three slaughter plants in 
the county have gone out of 
business due to the stringent 
sanitation regulations, causing 
as much as a three-m onth 
waiting period to get calves 
slaughtered." 
Smith added simply, “ These 
r e g u l a t i o n s 
s e e m 
to be 
politically motivated." 
Ed Gaida, Williamson County 
Health Department sanitation 
inspector, noted the redeeming 
aspects of the state and federal 
regulations. 
“ I’d say they’re for the best 
People get awfully shook up and 
angered when the regulations 
are enforced, though. The first 
thing they think is, ‘Somebody’s 
out to get m e.’ 
“ Now, I ’m not trying to say 
that they’re easy to comply 
with. Maybe they are a bit 
stiff.” Gaida conceded. 
“ For the Georgetown Locker 
Plant, they m ade it too expen­ 
sive to go on. But th o s e 
slaughterhouses that did have 
the money to make the changes 
the health department dem and­ 
ed are glad they made them. 
Their places are easier to keep 
clean.” 


The county sanitation inspec­ 
tor explained that enforcement 
of the Texas Meat and Poultry 
Act isn’t within his jurisdiction 
“ ALL I’M CHARGED WITH 
is seeing that the meat-handling 
establishments are kept clean 
— I don't have anything to do 
with insuring the quality or con­ 
ditions of the meat itself 
Whether justified or not. the 
regulations listed in the meat 
inspection act are bound to put 
some small meat processors 
out of business or compel them 
to change to a strictly retail 
store
